(Silver State.) 


Some months ago the K«no Gazette 


which was doubtless inspired by corpo- 
ation inflaenees in San Francisco, an- 
nounced that William M. Stewart, who 
has not been actually nor constructively 
a citizen of Nevada since the expiration 
of his Senatorial term iu 1873, would be 
a candidate for United States Senator 
from this State to succeed Senator Fair. 
Subsequent to this announcement Mr. 
Stewart marie ocoiiaional visits to Neva- 
da, and published u monograph on silver 
in the Enterprise, which the Silver State 
learned from n reliable source was the 
joiut production of himself and G. W. 
Baker, of Eurekn. In this monograph 
he astetteri (hut silver was secretly aad 
fraudulently demonetized iu 1871! by 
surreptitiously inserting a section to 
that effect in the Kevised Statutes. 
The Silver State expresued the belief 
that Mr. Stewart, while Senator from 
this State, voted for the bill to demone- 
tize Mirer in 1873, but not having the 
Congressional Globe of that date ut hand 
it. could not positively assert that he did 
so. 


Now General 11. M. Glarke in the 


lleuo JOITDNA.IJ shows that Stewart is n 
blatant Demagogue, nud his "mono- 
graph" » tissue of falsehoods. 
He 


hhows from the record that there in not 
a word or syllable on the subject of sil- 
ver iu the Kevised ntAtutex that is not 
contained iu the Act of February 12, 
187.'!, (hat the attention of both Houses 
of CongreRH was repeatedly called to the 
subject; that the bill was thoroughly 
debated, nod its provisions explained in 
detail and well understood by the mem- 
bers of both Houses; that Mr. Stewart 
himself both spoke of »n<J voted for the 
bill; that Mr. Stewart's remarks are re- 
oorde.l in I he Congressional Globe f«r 
1870-71 on pages 371, 372, 373, 374, 
377, 396.aud 397, nud tbat it passed the 
Senate January 10, 1871, Mr. Stewart 
voting for the bill. The bill was amend- 
ed in the House, nod returned to the 
Senate, iu May, 1S72, aud discussed at 
length, Mr. Stewurt participating in the 
debates, and the Senate not concurring 
iu the House amendments, the bill was 
referred to a conference committee of 
of the two Houses and finally became a 
law in February, 1873, nearly three 
years after its introduction. Mr. Clarke 
literally flays the demngoguo alive;

I Sliver Stale.) 


Last week application* were filed in 


the State Land office for 2,720 acres of 
school lauds. Of these 240 acres were 
applied for at $2 50 per acre, and the 
remainder ut $1 25 per acre. 
During 


tho corresponding week in December, 
1884, 9,400 acres were applied for at 
$1 25 per acre, and 80 acres at $250 
per acre. The Free Lance attributes 
this decrease to the order of the Board 
of Begeuts, which in resulting disas- 
trously to our School lands. 


Isn't it about time that the majority 


of the Board of Regents had their eyes 
opened wide enough to see the error 
of their ways? The State has 1,700,000 
acres of land to dispose of for the ben- 
efit of tho public schools. At the rate 
at' which they are DOW being applied 
for, 
they will not be sold for neveral 


generations. They belong to the Gen- 
eral Government until selected by the 
intending purchaser aud applied for by 
the State. They ar« uot taxable for any 
pnrpobe, and tlie State School Fund 
loses not only the interest on the pur- 
chase bat 30 per cent, of the Hinouutfor 
which they might be assessed. At the 
rate of $1 25 per acre, oue-nfth of which 
to be paid at the time of selection, and the 
balance in 25 years, with interest at six 
per cent, per annum, payable annually, 
the School Fund would receive f2 75 
per acre for the lands, besides iU pro- 
portion of what they might be assessed 
for. 
This is so much better than hold- 


ing the lauds for generations, that even 
prejudiced politicians, selected for Re- 
gents — not because of their knowledge 
of lands, but simply became their party 
happened to be in tho majority — ought 
to be able to see it.

Texas, are taking out naturalization 
papers, aud intend to become permnueut 
citizens. Eight have already been mnde 
citizens. It is thought the whole local 
colony, numbering over 200, will secure 
papers. 
Leading Chinese there state 


that the movement will become general, 
and their countrymen in all the cities 
aad towns in the Southwest will speed- 
ily renounce their allegiance to China, 
aud become American voters. 


On the basis of a population of 60,- 


000,000, tho consumption of tobacco in 
this country for the last fiscal year was 
equal to « little over 1 B> of tobacco and 
snuff for every man, woman and child, 
and also about 75 cigars aud cigarettes. 
As many do not UBS tobacco in any 
form, the actual consumption per capita 
was of course much larger. The tobac- 
co taxes last year were equal to 44c per 
heed, or more tban one-half tb« levy for 
paying the interest on the National 
debt. There were 18,672 cigar factories 
in operation in the United States in 
1884, of which New York was credited 
with 4,521, Pennsylvania, 4,422, Ohio, 
1,553, and Illinois 1.250. These factor- 
ies consumed 79,3^3,371 Ibs leaf tobocco, 
which they made up into 3,372,982,038 
cigara, and 920,303,500 cigarettes. More 
than one-third of these cigars and over 
two-thirds of the cigarettes were made 
in the State of New York. Though 
Pennsylvania has witttin 100 as many 
factories as New York, she made no 
cigarettes aud less than two-thirds of 
the number of cigars. It is noticed that 
cigara are made in every State except 
Mississippi, and cigarettes in 
nine 


States. California has 324 cieur fac- 
tories, which consumed 3,810,214 5bs 
tobacco iu 1884, turning it into 103,- 
722,196 cigars and 3,560,700 cigarettes.

the town of one of its worst pests. 
There are lots of poor families in Keno 
who would gladly take in washing to 
sustain a living, but who are now com- 
pelled to go rather short sometimes on 
account of being unable to get enough 
employment to make both ends meet, 
and solely because ^the Chinese have so 
completely monopolized the washing 
business of tha town. Thay have even

This 
should be stopped, and could be very 
eisily done if the people would join to- 
gether and titke the necessary action as 
they should.
